“RE TRAINS SHOULD AL80 RUE 
‘FARTHER THAN THEY ROW DO. 


Superintendent of Railway Mails Nertem 
on the Excellent Service Afterneon 
Trains Might Be to the Post-Office 
Department and the Business Com- 
munity—President Boyd of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Thinks There 
Sheuld Be Afterneen Mail Trains 
St. Louis Behing Other Cities. 


Of thé way trains which leave St. Louis 
between the hours of 12m. and 6:30 p. m. 
not one is provided with a regular mail 
service. Some three or four of them carry 
closed pouches for two or three towns a 
short.distance out, but that is all. 

There. are several reasons for this... The 
firet is that the trains not being regular 
mail trains and the business _community 
being cognizant of the fact, very little mail 
is deposited in“time to go out on them. It 
is known that the regular mail trains do 


not go’out until later in the evening and 
go the merchants use no especial haste in 
writing their letters and getting them into 
the office. - Another reason is that the 
trains start so late that very few of them 
reach their terminal points, or even the 
larger towns, fifty or sixty miles out, until 
it is too late for the mail delivered in the 
evening to be of any material benefit. As 
shown by ‘the list of afternoon trains al- 
ready published, only three or four trains 
leave until 6 o’clock. This is too late to 
be of any material advantage, especially 
- when it ig known that they are not mail 
trains 


Four o"elock is the ve latest that an 
afternoom mati train could leave St. Louis 
and any material advantage. Hulf 
an hour earlier would be better. If they 
left at 3:30 o’clock a four-hours’ run would 
bring th to a station 120 miles. out by 
7:30 o‘clotk. Then if the business communi- 
ties of the towns between St. Louis and 
the terminal pew knew they were com- 
ing and that they would bring the St. Louis 
mail théy would bé prepared to receive and 
answer that mail the same evening. 
SUPERINTENBENT NORTON’S VIEWS. 

In speaking of the present afternoon 
trains Superintendent Norton of the Rail- 
way Mati Service, under whose immediate 
supervision the service is, said: 

“The reason why mere closed mail pouch- 
@8 are not sent out is that thre is at pres- 
ent no necessity. Merchants, as a rule, 
knowing that the regu mail trains do 

not go out until 6:30 to 8:30 do not get their 
mail into.the office early enough to get it 
out much fore this time. hen, too, 

afternoon trains now running out of 
Louis do not reach many towns in time 

_ to allow of the mall beng distributed the

exceptions, in spite of the thirty roads that 
run into the city, making St. Louis one of 
the greatest railroad centers in the world, 
when once you get into it you cannot get 
out any distance only at an early hour in 
the morning or in the evening. The service 
partakes largely of the chart#eter of the 
small country town out on the prairie. in. 
which, if you leave a train, you have to wait 
until the same yan comes along the next 
fay? Kven small .cittes. farther éast; like 
Tcledo, Grand Rapids. Mich., Buffalo and 
Rochester, N. Y., and dozens of others, are 
better provided for. When it comes to cities 
of the same class as St. Louis, like Chicago, 
Boston, Philadelphia and New York, there 
is no comparison. You can leave these 
cities, or arrive in them, for that matter, 
from any direction except the seaboard side 
at pretty nearly any hour in the day from 
towns from 100 to 150 miles distant. It isa 
matter of common comment that for the 
railroad facilities with which it is sup- 
plied St. Louis’ train service, both mail and 
passenger, is not in keeping with the size 
of the city. | 

“The Post-Dispatch is making a great 
showing in this matter,’”’ said President 
Boyd of the Merchants’ Exchange, “and 
has clearly demonstrated that the senti- 
ment of the people is in favor of an early 
afternoon mail and passenger train service. 
For my part, I heartily endorse its position 
and shall be glad to see the service estab- 
lished. It ~would undoubtedly prove of 
much value to the business community. I 
should not be in favor of seeing any other 
service abolished, but the more service of 
the kind striven for that can be obtained 
the better it will be for the city.’’ 

All the facts obtained with reference 
to an early afternoon service show that 
it would be of great value. Not an argu- 
ment is advanced against it that carries any 
weight. And what all the people want they 
should have.

| SET ON FIRE. 


—_— 


Police Tkeory of a Bleze in Michael 
Powers Saloon. 


“A fire which is supposed to have been 
of incendiary origin broke out about 2:3) 
o’clock this morning in the saloon situated 
at the southwest corner of Second and 
Biddle streets. Michael Powers, pfroprie- 
tor of the saloon, was arrested on suspi- 
cion of having caused the fire and locked 
up at the Third District Station® 

The fire was first discovered by Policeman 
McGrath, who, while passing by on. the 


other side of the street, noticed smoke 
coming from the windows.. He at once 
rushed to the next corner, where he turned 
in an alarm, and on returning to the scene 
found the whole lower floor in flames. The 
Fire Department soon arrived and suc- 
ceeded in confining the fire to the first 
floer and at last extinguished it, but not 
until everything in the saloon was de- 
stroyed. 

The building is a three-story brick struc- 
ture, owned by Mrs. A. M. Moran of 378 
Page avenue. The second story of the 
building is entirely vacant, while two or 
three rooms on the third floor were used 
by Powers and one or two other men as 
Sleeping apartments. 

Mrs. Hardy, who, with her family, oc- 
pupies the dwelling which adjoins the 
Saloon on the west, stated that she was 
not at all strprised at the fire or the sub- 
sequent arrest of Powers, as she had been 
warned on Saturday night that Powers 
contemplated such an act. She said she 
heard that he had insured his own property 
in the saloon for $750, and that as he was 
doing a poor business, he intended to fire 
the place in order to get the insurance. 
Mrs. Wolford, her next door neighbor, said 
that she had been told. the same story by 
her father, who lives in the same house 
with her, and who heard Powers make a 
Statement to that effect in the saloon. 
These statements, together with the fact 
that a bottle of coal oil and rags saturated 
with the same fluid were found by the fire- 
men in two of the vacant rooms on the sec- 
ond floor, are the evidence upon which 
Powers’ arrest was based. A board in the 
floor of each of these two rooms was found 
to have been torn out, apparently quite re- 
cently, and it was near these openings 
that the coal oil and rags were found. The 
flooring around these holes was also badly 
burned, 

The ‘police say they saw nothing of 
Powers until after the fire was about out, 
when they observed him standing near the 
door, and at once placed him antler arrest. 
He offered no resistance and refused either 
to admit or deny his guilt. 

When seen at the station several hours 
later he denied any knowledge of the fire 
whatever. He is about ~ years old, single 
and has been at that location about six 
months. The damage to the building is 
eptimated at about $500.

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MUST MAKE REPORTS. 


Arehbishep Hain Waniés Kiatements 
for the Cathedraticum Fauna. 


The return of Archbishop Kain to the 
city has revived Z0ssip among the Catholie 
clergy as to certain orders which he is ex- 
pected to issue to the Pastors undér his 
charge. Complaint has beén made from 
time to time that some churehes did not 


ve aS much as they should to t 

raticum fund, which is for the pe a 
the Archbishop. ky eccitsiastical law 
each church is required to set aside 5 per 
cent of its revenues for this fund, ‘and 
every year the Chancellor of the diocese 
notifies the pastors that the Cathedrati- 
cum is due. The sums received by priests 
who officiate at marriages and baptisms is 
exempt from this tax. Some pastors al- 
lege that certain of their humber have not 
given 5 per cent of their actual revenues 
but have compromised with their con- 
sciences and given a smaller amount. The 
complaint is made by the priests who have 
organized boards of trustees and commit- 
tee to them the parochial finances. The 
proceedings of the boards are published in 
the parish, and every cent of money is ac- 
counted for and set forth in tabulated. 
fopm. With these public records of the 
parochial finances, the pastors cannot give 
less than 5 per cent of the revenues to the 
Cathedraticum fund. In other parishes 
the pastors have no use for boards of trus- 
tees, and they manage the finances as they 
themselves see fit, and of their ewardship 
in this respect they give no account. But 
the income of all parishes is a matter of 
commofi report, and the complaint has 
been that parishes with large incomes have 
given less to the Cathedraticum fund than 
parishes with comparatively small in- 
comes. These complaints have reached 
Archbishop Kain, and he has decided to 
isSue an order.id.pbastors to maké a stdte-’ 
ment of the. wef their . parishes. 
He is represénted as saying on the sub- 
ect: “I shall notify all the priests through 
the changery to send statements of that 
kind that I may know their exact condi- 
tions. If I find that some of the priests are 
not doing as well as they should I will find 
others to take their places. This order for 
statements will be made annually.””

Piaced on His Wife. 


THE SUICiIDE’3 WORDS IN A LETTER TO 
HIS SISTER. 


He Asks Thatthe Latter Let His Wife 
Heve Whatever She Desires Frcm the 
Furnishings of the House—Hisg Wife 
Wil Eury the Rema‘ns—The Inquest 
Held. 


Depuiy Coroner Albers held the inquest 
on the remains of John F. Scherpe, Treas- 
urer of the Enterprise Brick Co., who died 
from bullet wounds in the head, inflicted 
by himself Wednesday morning at the office 
of the brick company. A verdict of suicide 
was rendered. 


The following letter was found In a sealed 
envelope of the company, addressed “For 
Mrs. C. P. Hamill, 2848 Henrietta street:’’ 

ST. LOUIS, Ney. 19, 1894. 

DEAR SISTER CLARA—When you get to wood 
this I hope to be no more. My misery is too great 
to endure. All. too, my ows fault. I[ see it now. 
Oh! what a misfortune it is, that all whom I lore 
have to suffer. .1 meant well, God knows, but 
somehow or other I have been blind or wrong some 
way. Bear no ill will against Luin. You may nat- 
urally think she is to Wame for all this. but she 
is not. Everything in this house except the desk, 
folding-bed, dresser, regulator and such other 
things that Lalu may aoe for herself and chil- 
dren shall be yours. Thpre are a number of things 
that Lulu would proba like to have. I feel sure 
there will be no tronile between you and her 
about furniture and the pther things, and that you 
will gladly consent to ber having what she may 
want. I feel that I didjwrong by persuading you 
against your own wishestto move into a house with 
me, but I felt different feu Oh, so different, and 
had po idea I ever could get into the condition of 
mind that I am suffering under now. I can only 
express to you my most \heartfelt thanks for your 
kindness. God bleas you, dear Clara, as well as 
Frank, and all who are|dear to you. Good-bye, 
dear sister, JOHN F. SCHERPE. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The only witnesses pPxamined at the in- 
quest were Mrs. Clar§ P.Hamill, sister of 
the deceased, and he1}son, Frank Hamill, 
who live at 2858 Henriejia street. 

Mrs. Hamill testifiedithat she first heard 
of the suicide through her gon. All she 
knew of the case was that the deceased had 
had considerable famify trouble and that 
he and his wife did nqt get along well to- 
gether after their marifage. Some time ago 
the wife had him artested, Mrs. Hamill 
said, for being abusive toward her and at 
the same time tried t@ prove him insane. 
For three months pasj he had been living 
with Mrs. Uamill, but his wife will bury 
his remains. 

Frank C. Hamill testified to the finding of 
the body and having! it removed, to his 
wife’s residence,1618 Sonth Compton avenue 
He also testified that the deceased vas 
very nervous yesterday morning before he 
took his life While Mf. Hamill was absent 
from the office fivé minutes, having gone 
for the horse and bugay of the deceased, to 
zo down town, Mr. Sdherpe fired the fatal 
shots. As far as Ms Hamill knew, de- 
ceased had never threatened suicide. On 
this evidence and th¢ facts contained in 
the letter of the decepsed to Mrs. Hamill, 
the verdict of suicidq was returned. The 
letter, in addition to pxplaining the cause 
of the rash act, contgined $25, which was

PRAISES ST. LOUIS. 


Talk With Ex-Gov. Fuller of Vermont— 
Manning and Carlisle. 


Gov. Levi K. Fuller of Vermont arrived 
here by a morning train and took a room at 
the St. Nicholas. His term of two years as 
Governor, following a term of two years 
as Lieutenant-Governor, has just expired, 
and he came West on a tour of recreation 
and business combined. Gov. Fuller is one 
of the two main shere-holdcrs in a large 


piano and organ manufacturing company. 

He has unstinted praise for St. Louis and 
the progress it has made during the last 
half dozen years. “The Union Station 
surpasses anything I have ever seen. Some 
of the European staticns have probably as 
handsome facades and make a good im- 
pressiog from the street. Others, notably 
the Nordbahnhof in Vienna and the Frank- 
furt Station, are very large. But nobody 
has yet had the courage to shed over so 
much space as your Mr. Taussig. St. Louis 
is making wonderful advances, It is the 
furnel of the Southwest. 

‘Trade from all sections east of the Mis- 
sissippi River centers here for distribu- 
tion in parcels, so tosay. in the same man- 
ner the products of the Southwest are 
gathered here for shipment elsewhere. 
This Southwest country is but haif de- 
veloped. St. Louis is its gateway. St. 
Louis will rival Chicago in size as it does 
now in trade. Chicago is the metropolis of 
the lake country and the Northwest. I do 
not believe it can cut into St. Louis ter- 
ritcry permanently. 

“I see signs of slowly, steadily reviving 
business everywhere I go. It is not going 
to boom. But more hands are being em- 
ployed and more mouths fed than has been 
the case in a long time.”’ 

Being asked if he thought the short ses- 
sion of Congress would change the politi- 
cal situation, he said: 

“Hardly. I believe, though, that prog- 
ress will be made in one direction; toward 
political recognition and support of the 
Nicaragua canal. 

“We do not want a subsidy from the Gov- 
ernment. We want no guaranty of the 
bonds of the company by the Government. 
What we do want is the assurance that the 
army and navy of the United States will 
be at our back if necessary, and the cer- 
tainty that the canal will be under Amer- 
ican control.”’ 

70v. Fuller drew an unfavorable com- 
parison between Secretary Carlisle and ex- 
Secretary Daniel Manning, saying that the 
latter would have been able to float the 
bonds without the Treasury furnishing the 
gald. However, he did not attempt to ex- 
pain how Mr. Manning could have done 

at. 

He is not very hopeful of good from any 
new financial policy of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, remarking significantly that 
there is a factor of personal habits in the 
present administration of the Treasury 
that cannot be overlooked.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.—A compari- 
son of the vote in this State for Judge of 
the Supreme Court with the congressional 
vote but emphasizes the belief that Dem- 
ocrats were actuated to refrain from voting 
throvgh disgust with the failure of Con- 


gress to redeem Democratic pledges and 
promises. Black received 048 547 votes, 
while the Democratic congressional vote 
is but 220,217, a difference of 6,330. 

This is not the worst of it. Not only did

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LEXOW INVESTIGATION. 


The Inquisition Will Be Resumed Dee. 
25—What Geff Says. 


NEW YORK, Noy. 22.—The Lexow Com- 
mittee will renew its isivestigation into 
the affairs of the Police Department on 
Monday, Dec. %. This announcement was 
made last night by Lawyer Frank Moss, 


associate council for the committee. 

Mr. Moss had a long conference with Mr. 
Jerome as to the cases to be first brought 
out and the witnesses to be secured. 
Neither of the lawyers would say anything 
about the plans of Mr. Goff or themselves, 
but it is understood that the committtee 
will start off with evidence as to the con- 
duct of some high officials. F 

Mr. Moss said that the committee had 
had enough of green goods, gambling, dis- 
orderly house and other petty forms of 
police blackmail. When asked if it was the 
committtee’s intention to discover where 
the blackmail finally went, Mr. Moss said: 

I can say nothing of our plans except 
that the coming session will be more inter- 
esting and startling than any of the pre- 
vious ones, if such a thing is possible.”’ 


GOFF INTERVIEWED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.,. Nov. 22.—The 
work of the Lexow Investigating Com- 
mittee has been elaborately detailed by 
John W. Goff, the prosecuting attorney for 
the committee, who is now sojourning in 
this city, in an extended interview on the 
subject in the newspapers. Mr. Goff, after 
referring to the enormity of the work and 
the difficulties overcome, said: 

I speak within the bounds of my. know!l- 
edge when I say that there was not a busi- 
ness man in New York who had not felt 
the power of police blackmail. There 
were, perhaps, a very few instances where 
honorable men had refused to give their 
tithes of illegal tax to the pulice, but al- 
most without exception, these men were 
forced out of business. 

One peculiar feature of the blackmail 
was that it snared no one class, however 
obscure its calling. I have particularly in 
mind the sailmakers, who are among the 
most upright arid sturdfly honest people in 
New York. They ‘are mostly retired sea 
captains, commanders of the old clipper 
Ships, who have been forced out of the 
business by the introduction of steam, or 
their sons. Not one of these honest men 
dared to open his mouth and complain. 

“So the question was, what classes should 
we apply to and appeal to in our crusade? 
We were urged at times, and most impor- 
tunely, to ‘go higher’ and nail the respon- 
Sibility to the source of authority. On this 
question we held most earnest consultations 
and finally decided that it would not be 
wise or efficacious to do so. Our duty was 
to arouse the conscience of the people of 
New York, which had long been sinothered, 
almost killed. The common people, the 
voters, the people who most felt the oppres- 
sion of the police, would need to be aroused 
by different methods. They were to have 
the ill-effects of police corruption brought 
to their hearts. The spectacle of a little 
boy sitting all ht on the doorstep crying 
bitterly for his. father, who had been 
justly arrested and brutally beaten by the 
police, meant more to these people than the 
emonsteatioy that the Capta had paid 
large money for his promotion, or that the 
Commissioner, rhaps, had en bribed. 
The common fellows would not notice such 
matters, but they would notice the tyranny 
of the police over the apple woman exer 
the pean roaster, over the bootblac 
newsboy, keeper of a small sodawater 
Stand, the owners of little restaurants—a 
gteat class of honest citizens striving and 
Struggling for a living. The men at the 
clubs, the more idle classes of the pepula- 
tion, drinking over the fancy bars of 
town hotels and restaurants, dinin 
cafes, might pouty be interested in the 
exposure of the high officials, but it would 
hot shock them—it would not arouse in 
them tig a feeling of personal resentment 
as would them to go to the polls and 
by their votes aid in crushing the power 
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power wielded by this organization, I wilil 
refer to the difficulty we had in obtaining 
witnesses to go upon the stand and swear 
to facts that they had brought to us in 
private. At first this applied to all classes, 
both reputable and disreputable. When 
appealed to they would claim that if they 
should testify the police would hound them 
out of the city. When asked if they would 
g0 elsewhere and establish themselves in 
business they would reply that the perse- 
cution of the police of New York would 
follow them to every city in the country, 
and we gradually revealed the astounding 
fact that the police of New York not only 
dominated every city but every large com- 
munity in the country. 

“The lower classes of citizens were made 
to believe that blackmail was lawful and 
regular. They came to consider the cap- 
tain of their precinct as the source of all 
municipal authority. In effect, he was 
such to them. This was well illustrated 
by the introduction, of the word ‘Pantata’ 
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into our language.’’ 
GREAT 8sSTONE WALL. 


Mysitifyieg Antiquarirzs and Architecis 
in Michigan. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 22.—A great stone 
wall situated in Greenleaf Township, Sani- 
lac County, four miles east and one mile 
south of Cass City, is exciting no little 
curiosity in the State. The upper part of 
this mysterious structure was laid bare by 
the recent forest fires and resembles at a 
distance a huge white serpent lying in a 
swamp through which it passes. The wall 
is about eight feet wide at the top, but 
wider at the base. At one’place along the 
line of the wall a ditch has been made to 
drain the swamp. This wall was cut 
through in several places, but the bottom 
was never reached in any case. How, 
when or by whom. this mysterious piece of 
architecture was constructed is a poser for 
antiquarians. There are no breaks during 
its entire length, and the nicks are filled 
with substance resembling cement.

The 
courts of justice’ have becomé helpless and 
paralyzed. Violence, robbery and murder 
are almost of daily Occurrence, and no 
effectivé measures of Testraint or punish- 
ment are put forth to suppress crime. Rail» 
road trains are stopped and their passen- 
gers robbed within a few miles of 
pepulous towns, and the plunder carried off 

th impunity the very presence of 
those in authority. A reign of terror exists 
and bdrharotis outrages, almost impossible 
of belief, are enacted, and the perpetrators 
hardly find it necessary to shun daily in- 
tercourse with their victims. It is stated, as 
is thotight truthfully, that there were fifty- 
three murders in_ one of these tribes during 
the month of September, and the first 
twenty-four days of October last, and no 
cne brought to justice therefor. The tribal
